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NOTES OF THE WEEK 


To travel hopefully is a good thing ; and when the end cf 
the journey is out of sight it is well to halt occasionally 
and seek the encouragement of the backward view over 
‘the country already traversed. Last January the Medical 
Department of the British Medical Association indulged 
in such a retrospect, with a result that there appeared in 
the Supplement (February 15th, p. 71) a concise outline 
of the work performed by the Association’s central 
organization, with the aid of all its loyal supporters in 
the Divisions, ducing the year 1935. And now, in the 
first article of this issue, we give a brief glimpse of the 
ground covered since the beginning of the present year. 
The record is one that may be thought to warrant a 
eettain healthy self-respect, but provides no justification 
for self-complacency. If good work has been done, much 
More remains to be accomplished. 

There is a special reason for including here a survey 
of very recent activities: complimentary copies of this 
week’s Journal are being sent to numerous recently 
qualified members of the profession who have not yet 
become menibers of the Association. It is hoped that 
many of these will be stimulated to consider whether it 
not incumbent on them to enrol. It is hoped also that 
| Many present members will be good enough to reinforce 
the efforts of the Head Office by personal appeals to those 
of their friends in the profession who remain outside the 
Association. 

Those whose official duty it is to perforin the function 
Of the recruiting sergeant are liable to be suspected of 
allowing zeal to outrun veracity. Therefore, while it is 
Rot difficult to provide an impressive reply to the ques- 
tion, “ Why should a doctor join the B.M.A.?”’ we prefer 
to address ourselves to the question, ‘‘ Why, in actual 
fact, do doctors join the B.M.A., and, having joined, 
Continue their allegiance? ’’ The answer to this latter 
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question is suggested by the results of a small inquiry 
which are reported on another page, entitled ‘‘ Candid 
Communications.’’ This article may be commended to 
the attention of all readers, members and non-members 
alike. 

““T hold every man,’’ wrote Bacon, ‘‘ a debtor to his 
profession, from the which as men do of course seek to 
receive countenance and profit, so ought they of duty to 
endeavour themselves, by way of amends, to be a help 
and an ornament thereunto.’’ In the less elegant 
language of to-day a man ought to consider, not only 
what he can get out of his profession, but also what he 
can put into it. As might be expected, it appears that 
members, in supporting the B.M.A., are not indifferent 
to either of these considerations. Very naturally and 
very properly the Association devotes much time and 
energy to the protection of the material interests of the 
profession ; but this is by no means its sole function. 
It stands also for fellowship: fellowship in the study of 
the common problems that confront us in our scientific 
work and in the organization of our services to the com- 
munity ; fellowship in the endeavour to preserve, and to 
hand on to the next generation, whatever is good in the 
tradition that we have inherited from the past. 

The spirit that animates our Association finds its fullest 
expression when some thousands of its members, repre- 
senting all parts of the Empire, are gathered together at 
the Annual Meeting in July ; and it is appropriate that 
this ‘‘ recruiting ’’ number of the Supplement should 
contain full details of our Oxford programme. To the 
recently qualified man or woman who hesitates to join 
the Association we would say this: ‘‘ Make a _ small 
experiment. Join us for the current half-year. It will 
not be a costly gamble. Then, if it is at all possible, 
decide to be thoroughly reckless and spend a few days 
with us at Oxford. We predict that it will then be clear 
to you that you cannot afford not to be one of us.”

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Such is the extent and such the variety of the work 
undertaken by the Association that a brief account of the 
activities of the last six months must necessarily be very 
incomplete. Since it is probable that many of those 
recently qualified practitioners to whom this survey is 
specially directed are contemplating the purchase of a 
practice and are uncertain as to the best method of 
acquiring the necessary capital, reference may fittingly be 
made at the outset to the Association’s recent considera- 
tion of this important problem. 


Mortgages on Practices 

For some considerable time concern has been felt at 
the activities of certain firms of money-lenders in con- 
nexion with the mortgaging of medical practices. As a 
result of the unnecessarily onerous conditions imposed by 
these firms, many doctors have experienced the greatest 
difficulty in meeting their commitments and some have 
found themselves in acute financial distress. The pre- 
vention of this method of exploiting the doctor, whose 
business acumen is not always commensurate with his 
professional skill, has been the subject of conferences 
between the Association, the British Medical Bureau, and 
the Medical Insurance Agency. During the last few 
months these deliberations have borne fruit, and a 
scheme has now been evolved under which, in approved 
cases, a financial house of the highest standing will 
advance the total amount of the purchase price of a 
practice or partnership on terms which are distinctly 
advantageous to the borrower. It is proposed that this 
scheme should be put into operation by the British 
Medical Bureau, and there is every reason to hope that 
it will be found to meet very satisfactorily a long-felt 
need of the younger members of the profession. 


Contract Practice 

On entering general practice the young doctor usually 
includes among his activities the treatment of persons 
who are insured under the National Health Insurance 
Acts. In this part of his work his interests are constantly 
under the watchful eye of the Insurance Acts Committee 
of the Association, which is recognized by the Minister 
of Health as representative of the general body of insur- 
ance practitioners. It was at the instigation of this 
committee that the scheme for the mortgaging of prac- 
tices, to which reference has been made above, ‘was 
worked out. Recently the I.A.C. has been considering, 
among other matters, the desirability of insurance doctors 
being provided with suitable facilities for post-graduate 
study, and representations are being made to the 
Ministry on this subject. 

Apart from the insured population there is an increasing 
demand among persons of modest means for a family 
doctor service on contract terms. In order to meet the 
needs of this section of the community the Association is 
seeking to aid the development throughout the country 
of public medical services. These are schemes of contract 
practice which are administered by the doctors them- 
selves. Membership is open to all the practitioners in the 
area for which the service caters, and the patients, who 
include dependants of insured persons and other indi- 
viduals of similar economic status, are permitted a 
completely free choice of doctor. It is of the greatest 
importance to the profession that this growing movement 
should be wisely directed, and in recent months the 
Association, which had previously devised a model 
Public Medical Service scheme, has been actively engaged 
in giving advice on the institution of new services in 
various parts of the country. 

There are other schemes of contract practice which are 
under the control of lay bodies. Many of them, unfor- 
tunately, are conducted in ways that are opposed to the 
best interests of the profession and the public. Against 
these undesirable schemes the Association wages constant 
war. At present it is taking steps to combat the efforts 
that are being made by a number of friendly societies to 
arrange medical attendance for their juvenile members at 
inequitable rates. It should be noted that this part of 
the Association’s work is of the first importance to many 
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Maternity Services 


Another illustration of the changing character of 
general practice is afforded by a consideration of th 
extent to which the activities of the public health 
authorities are tending to encroach on the family doctor’ 
work, particularly in the sphere of midwifery. It js re 
view of the Association that continuity of ante-natal 
natal, and post-natal care is extremely desirable, and that 
this continuity is best secured by the provision of th 
services of a general practitioner and a certified midwit 
for every maternity case. Public attention has been 


focused on this question as a result of the recent intro. 


duction in Parliament of a Bill to establish a service of 
salaried midwives, and advantage was taken of the 
opportunity thus afforded to discuss with the Minister of 
Health and the Medical Committee of the House of 
Commons the desirability of more courageous legislation 
designed to provide a complete National Maternity Ser. 
vice. At the same time, by means of a wide circulation 
of statements of its policy, the Association made ay 
intensive effort to educate both professional and lay 
opinion on the subject. 


Work for Special Groups of Practitioners 

It must not be thought, however, that the B.M.A, js 
concerned solely with the interests of the general prac- 
titioner. Many of its labours are undertaken on behalf 
of members of the profession engaged in other spheres of 
work. Recently, for example, a number of local authori. 
ties have been persuaded to join the great majority now 
conforming to the Association’s policy in the matter of 
the salaries paid to whole-time medical officers of health, 
and representations have been made to the Ministry of 
Health in regard to certain non-statutory duties which 
are often imposed on these officers. Similarly the India 
Office, the Colonial Office, the Air Ministry, and other 
Government departments have been approached on 
behalf of members of the profession employed in various 
services at home and abroad. In pursuance of its policy 
of equal remuneration for men and women holding 
official appointments, the Association has pressed upon 
the Home Office the claims of women inspectors under 
the Cruelty to Animals Act. Much attention has been 
given also to the interests of medical staffs of hospitals, 
During the progress through the House of Lords of the 
Voluntary Hospitals (Paying Patients) Bill the Associa. 
tion secured certain amendments of importance to that 
section of the profession which was affected, and con- 
sideration is now being given to the general conditions 
of employment of resident medical staffs of institutions. 
Lately, too, the Association has concerned itself with 
various matters touching the status or remuneration of 
prison medical officers, post office medical officers, patholo 
gists, radiologists, ophthalmic practitioners, and practi 
tioners of physical medicine. Whatever branch of work 
the young doctor may decide to take up, he will find the 
Association ready to consider his problems sympathett 
cally, and to give all possible help in their solution. 


Special Investigations 


The Association is continually engaged in conducting 
special inquiries, many of which are undertaken in the 
general public interest. In the early months of this yeat 
a Committee of the Association completed an_ extensive 
investigation of the problem of improving the physical 
efficiency of the general population. The report of this 
Committee has been described by a former Minister of 
Health as '‘ the most significant and useful document 
relation to the public health that has appeared from 
voluntary sources for many years.’’ Another committee,

this Act the Association has prepared a memorandum of 


evidence containing important practical suggestions. . 

In the past the Association has given much considera- 
tion to hospital atiministration in all its aspects and has 
jssued & number of publications on the subject. These 
ublications, together with a supplementary statement 
sutlining the Association’s policy in regard to voluntary 
hospitals, have recently been submitted to a Commission 
of the British Hospitals Association which is considering 
the future development of this type of institution. In 
conjunction with the Pharmaceutical Society the Asso- 
ciation has been exploring the feasibility of establishing 
machinery for the investigation of the pharmacological 
properties and therapeutic activity of proprietary reme- 
dies, with a view to the production of an approved list 
of these preparations for the guidance of the doctor and 
the chemist. A number of lay persons, impressed by 
the claims made for a certain well-known proprietary 
medicine, have collected a considerable sum of money 
for the more exact investigation of its therapeutic value, 
and they have received the advice of a sprcial Committee 
of the Association on the difficulties entailed by any such 
inquiry. Another investigation recently conducted by 
the Association, on behalf of the Ministry of Transport, 
was concerned with the alleged desirability of the com- 
pulsory use of yellow lights for motor-cars. 


Miscellaneous Activities 

Many other matters have recently engaged the attention 
of the Association, including such diverse problems as 
the raising of the fees for vaccination in Fife and the 
provision of medical defence in Fiji. In March the 
Association convened a conference of representatives of 
provident associations. These associations enable persons 
of moderate means to insure against the cost of medical 
treatment of an institutional character, and the important 
result of the conference was a decision to establish a 
permanent central body to co-ordinate their work. With 
the guidance and practical help of the Association, the 
medical staff of a provincial hospital has succeeded in 
terminating an arrangement under which the subscribers 
to a contributory scheme associated with the hospital 
were directed to seek ophthalmic advice from non-medical 
opticians. The Association has protested against a new 
Milk Order permitting the designation ‘‘ Accredited ’’ to 
be given to milk the safety of which is not guaranteed. 
It is seeking also a revision of the new Dental Benefit 
Regulations, which threaten to limit very considerably 
the doctor’s opportunities of acting as anaesthetist for 
dental operations ; and it is investigating the alleged 
encroachment on private practice by medical officers of 
factories. The provision of courses of training in anti-gas 
measures for doctors and medical undergraduates is at 
Present under consideration, and steps are being taken 
to encourage the better representation of medical interests 
in Parliament and in the councils of local authorities. 
In conjunction with the Society of Apothecaries, the 
Chartered Society of Massage and Medical Gymnastics, 
and the Society of Radiographers, the Association has 
recently completed arrangements for the establishment of 
a register of medical auxiliaries. This register will enable 
the doctor to choose a lay assistant whose technical 
training and ethical practice are of an approved standard. 
As in former years, the Association is about to award a 
humber of valuable scholarships and grants in aid of 
medical research, and since the beginning of the year it 
has collected large sums for the benevolent funds of the 
Profession, Finally, during the last six months, as 
always, the Association has been continuously engaged in 
giving assistance and advice of many kinds to individual 
Members, both in personal interviews and by correspon- 
dence—but that is a subject for a volume, not for a 


patagraph. 
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CANDID COMMUNICATIONS 


A group of fifty members who have joined the British 
Medical Association within the last two years have been 
asked to state why they joined, and an equal number, of 
longer standing, to explain why they have continued their 
membership. Each group was a random sample of 
members engaged in various forms of medical work. 
Complete candour was particularly requested, and the 
replies received are convincingly sincere. 

It appears that a few of those who have answered the 
inquiry had not previously considered very seriously why 
they joined the Association or continued their member- 
ship. To join the B.M.A. seemed to be the natural sequel 
to passing the final examination ; or one joined because 
most of one’s colleagues were members; or, as one 
member expressed it, ‘‘ from habit.’’ To be outside the 
Association is to many of the older members an unthink- 
able situation. Their membership is an indispensable part 
of their professional life and the fulfilment of a duty 
to themselves and their profession. 

The reasons given by these members naturally vary 
greatly, and most of those replying give more than one. 
The British Medical Journal is a principal attraction, 
and appreciation is often expressed of particular sections 
—for example, the series of articles on Treatment in 
General Practice, the correspondence columns, the clinical 
papers, and the Epitome of Current Medical Literature. 
One member, who qualified in 1888, writes: 


‘From my apprenticeship days the B.M.J. has been avail- 
able to me and has served for week-end reading ever since. 
: I have seen many things in it for the first time, and 
often the criticisms balance any undue optimism of the pioneer 
and give one confidence. The recent series on general practice 
work have been excellent and very welcome.’’ 

This and other statements of approval show that the 
Journal is read widely and with appreciation by men and 
women in both general and consulting practice, and go 
to show that for many, whether active or on the retired 
list, the receipt of the Journal is one of the main reasons 
for membership of the Association. 

The Library also is an attraction to many. A con- 
siderable number of the older members refer to the help 
and advice always forthcoming when doubts or difficulties 
arise in the course of practice, and newer members state 
that they joined in the expectation of receiving such help. 
The Association is regarded as the only body with the 
long and extensive experience in ethical and medico- 
political work and the stores of information necessary for 
the rendering of prompt and effective help in time of 
trouble. 

Many of the members originally joined the Association 
in order to avail themselves of the facilities afforded for 
social contact with colleagues. The organization of the 
Association is such that each member is ipso facto a 
member of the Division and Branch in the area in which 
he resides, and the periodical meetings of these local units 
are undoubtedly a source of profit and enjoyment to those 
who attend them regularly. An illustration of the value 
of the Division as a means of contact between the different 
branches of practice is given by a practitioner who had 
remained a non-member because any professional organiza- 
tion had seemed to her to savour of trade unionism. 
Following her appointment to a public heaith post which 
called for the cultivation of friendly relations with the 
local general practitioners, she was persuaded to join the 
Association, and her experience with the local Division 
has made her realize the fallacy of her earlier opinion. 
Some correspondents take a wider view and refer to the 
social and professional intercourse offered by the Associa- 
tion as a whole, for the British Medical Association is 
world-wide, and wherever a member goes he will almost 
certainly meet fellow members. 

The dominant note of practically all the replies is the 
recognition of the British Medical Association as the repre- 
sentative organization of the medical profession. One 
correspondent, whose reply is typical of many, has 
remained a member ‘‘ because I have always considered 
it the oldest, best-established, and most influential asso- 
ciation for bringing members of the medical profession 
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into touch with one another and for safeguarding their 
rights and privileges and for helping to maintain the 
high ethical standard so necessary in such a profession.”’ 
It appears to be felt that membership is a necessity in 
medical practice, because, it is said, the British Medical 
Association is the only organization with sufficient power 
and influence to act as a negotiating body on behalf of 
the whole body of practitioners. In these modern times 
collective action is often the sole means of securing the 
interests of individuals, and by collective action is meant 
not simply bargaining on terms of service and remunera- 
tion, but the protective measures which only a strong 
united organization can effectively undertake. One ex- 
ample which is mentioned with gratitude in the replies 
is the recent successful resistance to the osteopaths’ claim 
for official recognition. Such work benefits the public and 
the whole profession, both collectively and individually, 
and both members and non-members. The non-member 
necessarily profits by much of the Association’s work, and 
it is hoped that the non-members who read these lines 
will follow the example of the correspondent who con- 
fesses that he was shamed into joining the Association 
when he was made to understand that he was deriving 
benefits from its work without either payment or effort 
on his part. 

The Association derives its power and influence from its 
membership, and a large number of those who replied 
regard membership as a duty to their profession. They 
recognize that the larger the membership the more valuable 
will be the Association’s work. Even those who are 
inclined to complain—for the request for candour brought 
some criticisms—have not allowed their disappointment 
to affect their loyalty. One member remarks: ‘‘ I realize 
that by resigning my membership I am not helping to 
improve matters, and therefore I retain it.’’ It may 
readily be admitted that the Association’s achievements 
leave much to be desired, but this is no reason why any 
doctor should withhold his support. <A larger membership 
will help the Association to improve and extend its work 
for the profession and the community, and to become 
more truly the mouthpiece of the whole body of practi- 
tioners, Its full measure of usefulness cannot be achieved 
until it is not only world-wide, but also profession-wide. 





THE INSURANCE PRACTITIONER AND 
THE B.M.A.* 


A voice, or indeed several voices, crying in the wilderness 
will always prove ineffective. This is one of the occasions 
on which a reminder is issued to all members of the 
medical profession of the importance of joining the British 
Medical Association. We repeat what we have said 
before—and_ repetition is a valuable ingredient of 
advocacy—that if membership of the B.M.A. is highly 
desirable for general practitioners as a body it is surely 
essential for every insurance practitioner. Ministers of 
Health and the permanent officials who stand behind them 
have cultivated the habit of listening for the voice of the 
general practitioner as expressed through the recognized 
representative body—the Insurance Acts Committee of 
the B.M.A. The authority of that body is unquestioned. 
It was established by the first Conference of Local Medical 
and Panel Committees, brought into being soon after the 
National Insurance Act came into force, and has been 
renewed and revitalized at every yearly conference since 
that time. 

How that Act was moulded and developed so as to 
bear the impress of the profession has long since been a 
matter of common knowledge. But a new generation of 
men and women has ‘entered the profession which knows 
nothing of the vears of struggle and anxiety that have 
gone to the making of the health insurance system as it 
operates to-day. While much yet remains to be done, 
the system in this country differs in many respects from 
those in force elsewhere, and every point of difference is 
a point in favour of the medical profession. Those

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younger members of the profession who do not Tealize tha 
these things have not just happened may well be reminds

Those who take the trouble to read the reports of the 
monthly meetings of the Insurance Acts Committee thi 
appear in these columns cannot fail to be impressed with 
the wide range and serious import of the subjects which 
engage the attention of that body. No alteration in hy 
terms of service of the insurance practitioner could possibly 
be made without consultation with, and indeed the approval 
of, the Insurance Acts Committee. Every insurance prac. 
titioner who remains outside the B.M.A. is a source o 
weakness not only to himself but to his colleagues 
throughout the profession. Members of the Association 
may and do grouse; but grousers, particularly those 
who indulge in intelligent criticism, are a stimulus and 
a source of strength. Those who remain outside, whether 
they grouse or are merely apathetic, are making no 
contribution to the common weal. The voice which 
expresses the considered opinion of the whole profession, 
the voice to which the Minister and Parliament will 
listen, must be one voice and not a cacophony. 

Great problems continue to arise out of the administra. 
tion of the existing services, and greater ones affecting 
the wider organizatic> of medical services lie ahead. Ag 
an effective contributro. to the solution of these problems 
the first step for every newly qualified medical practi- 
tioner is to join the ranks of the Association. Those who 
have been qualified for some years and have not taken 
this step should put th+ matter right without more ado. 





PROBLEMS IN PRACTICE 


(This column is devoted to aiatters of general interest 
on which individual members have sought the advice of 
the Head Office.) 


Announcement of Specialist Practice 

Recently a number of members have inquired whether 
it is permissible to announce on their door-plates the 
specialties in which they practise. This is a matter on 
which the Association has already expressed itself quite 
clearly. The proper procedure is that the patient goes 
to the specialist on the recommendation of his ordinaty 
medical attendant, and the indication of the specialty oa 
the door-plate is therefore unnecessary and_ undesirable. 
A practitioner who confines himself to a special department 
of medical practice should communicate this fact, not 
to the public, but to those of his colleagues in the pro- 
fession who may be expected to be interested. It is some- 
times suggested that ophthalmic practitioners occupy 4 
peculiar position and that this rule should not be con- 
sidered applicable to them, but the Association has nevet 
recognized any such exception. 


Labelling of Poisons 
The regulation that a doctor dispensing a medicine 
which includes a listed poison must label the container 
with his name and address has been in existénce since 
1868. The fact that it has been generally ignored 3 
strikingly illustrated by the number of protests recently

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Anaesthetics 


A medical practitioner cannot claim as a right to act 
as anaesthetist in a case referred by him to a surgeon 
for operation. He should, howevei, always be invited 
to be present at the operation. 


Courtesy Calls 

A practitioner newly settled in a town or district— 
deputies, assistants, and holders cf public appointments 
excluded—should call upon his or her professional col- 
leagues, and this should be done as soon as possible. The 
call is an act of civility, which announces also the new- 
comer’s proper claim to professional recognition and 
acquaintance. Any such call should, of course, be 
returned. The professional colleagues to whom this 
courtesy should be extended are, generally speaking, those 
with whom the newly arrived practitioner is likely to 
come into contact. Ordinarily the first visit may well be 
paid to the chairman or honorary secretary of the B.M.A. 
Division in which the practitioner is starting practice. 
(The names and addresses of these will be forwarded on 
application to the Medical Secretary at the Head Office 
of the Association.) 


Application for Appointments 

When applying for a public appointment it is permissible 
for a candidate to furnish the appointing body with copies 
of testimonials unless a stipulation has been made to the 
contrary, but the publication of testimonials or laudatory 
comments in the public press is beyond defence. In 
accordance with the policy of the British Medical Associa- 
tion, the British Medical Journal does not accept any 
advertisement for a public med... .ppointment unless the 
salary offered is stated therein, and therefore, in ofder to 
support this policy, no medical practitioner should apply 
forsiny public appointment unless the salary is stated. 

A vested interest in a public .ppointment cannot be 
recognized, and a medical practitioner is therefore justified 
in applying for any public appointment which is actually 
vacant, whether advertised or sot; but where a _ post 
becomes vacant as a result of a dispute over the terms 
and conditions of the appointmen , no application should 
be made for the vacancy unless the approval of the local 
Division of the Association has first been obtained through 
its secretary. 

Upon the sale or transfer of a practice it is quite 
legitimate for a practitioner to apply tor a public appoint- 
ment rendered vacant by reason of the sale or transfer ; 
the vending practitioner or person acting on his behalf 
has no right to claim any vested interest in such an 
appointment. In many cases, however, the purchaser 
buys, besides the goodwill of the practice, the prospect 
of succeeding to the appointments of the vendor. The 
reuring practitioner cannot, of course, sell the appoint- 
ments themselves or guarantee that the newcomer will be 
appointed in his place, but he can bind himself to use all 
legitimate means, by recommendation and otherwise, to 
secure that the purchaser succeeds him. 

The purchaser should not commit himself to paying for 
a mere possibility, but should insist on a clause in the 
agreement that the vendor shall return a certain part of 
the purchase price if the appointments are not transferred. 


The agreement should lay down that if any appointment 


ls not in fact transferred the purchase money shall be 
reduced by an amount appropriate to the annual value 
of the lost appointment. The buyer may be well advised 
to Insist that the seller should not resign until the intro- 
duction has been completed. The agreement should there- 
fore provide for a time limit of three to six months for 
the transfer of the appointments. 
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PUBLIC HEALTH NOTES 


THE MIDWIVES BILL 

Sir Kingsley Wood, in moving the second reading of the 
Midwives Bill in the House of Commons on April 30th, 
stated that the purpose of the Bill was to establish a 
service of salaried and trained midwives which every 
expectant mother should be able to obtain, and to raise 
the status of the midwifery profession by providing ade- 
quate salaries, sure prospects, and further facilities for 
instruction. The Bill was read a second time without 
a division, and was sent to a Standing Committee at which 
its examination was begun on May 12th. The Committee 
stage was concluded on June 16th, and the Bill as 
amended was ordered to be reported to the House. 

Discussion centred on Clause 1, under which it will be 
the duty of every local supervising authority to secure, 
whether by making arrangements with welfare councils 
or voluntary organizations for the employment of mid- 
wives as whole-time servants or by itself employing mid- 
wives, that an adequate number of salaried midwives 
are available in its area to attend on women in their own 
homes as midwives or maternity nurses. ‘“‘ Welfare 
council ’’ is defined in the Bill as the council of a county 
district, not being a local supervising authority, which 
has established a maternity and child welfare committee 
under the Maternity and Child Welfare Act, 1918. 





The Responsible Authority 

As to the responsible authority, it was in turn proposed 
that this should be the maternity and child welfare 
authority, the non-county borough, or the non-county 
borough which has a population of over 20,000 and pro- 
vides an efficient maternity service. It was pointed out 
that some authorities already have their own midwives. 
In speaking against the amendments, the Minister stated 
that it was already provided that the local supervising 
authorities would have to consult the smaller local 
authorities at present employing midwives, the decision 
about utilizing their services in such circumstances resting 
on appeal with the Minister. Furthermore, local author- 
ities could make application under Section 62 of the Local 
Government Act, 1929, to be constituted the local super- 
vising authority, and those whose application had pre- 
viously been refused could apply again. 

There was opposition to the suggested provision by 
which local supervising authorities could make arrange- 
ments with voluntary organizations for the employment of 
certified midwives as whole-time servants. In reply it was 
pointed out that the Bill would compel local authorities 
to adopt the scheme and so to make arrangements which 
the enabling powers of previous Acts had failed to effect, 
only some sixty-four midwives having, in fact, been 
appointed by local authorities under these powers. In 
rural districts it would be difficult to put the scheme 
into operation without the services of voluntary organiza- 
tions. Where arrangements were made through the 
medium of such associations, these latter bodies would 
be responsible for appointing their own midwives. The 
amendment to limit arrangements with voluntary organiza- 
tions to areas in which such organizations had already 
provided a service of salaried midwives which, in the 
opinion of the authority, was satisfactory, was lost, 
though a slight amendment was made to remove a doubt 
in the interpretation of the clause as to whether the 
organizations could, at some future time, appoint 
domiciliary midwives. 


Period of Attendance and Terms of Service 

The period of time for which a midwife should attend 
her patient was discussed, and suggestions of fifteen days 
and fourteen days were made. it was the opinion of 
some that, although the period in the Bill was “ at least 
ten days,’’ in practice this would, in general, become the 
maximum time in ordinary cases. The period of fourteen 
days had the support of the Departmental Committee on 
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the Training and Employment of Midwives. The difficulty 
in extending the time arose from the fact that ten days 
is the period prescribed in the rules of the Central Mid- 
wives Board. The Board, however, had intimated its 
intention to extend the period of attendance of a midwife, 
acting as a midwife, to at least fourteen days. It is 
obviously desirable that the attendance of women acting 
in the capacity of maternity nurses should be similarly 
extended, so it was agreed that an amendment should 
be moved before the report stage of the Bill that the 
period of attendance of a midwife on a woman should 
correspond with the period from time to time laid down 
by the Central Midwives Board for the attendance of a 
woman gua midwife. 

On the question of the salaries to be paid to midwives, 
an amendment was moved to provide that the proposals 
submitted by an authority to the Minister should include 
the proposed salaries, the allowances, and other 
conditions of service. In reply the Minister pointed out 
that it would be for local authorities to fix the remunera- 
tion of midwives employed by them. He further intimated 
that he proposed sending a circular to local authorities 
in which he would say that the status of midwives should 
be equivalent to that of health visitors, that similar 
salaries should be paid, and that local authorities should 
secure similar conditions and salaries in their agreements 
with voluntary organizations. With regard to midwives 
engaged by voluntary organizations, local authorities 
would pass on the financial assistance given by the State 
and thus ensure the desirable level of remuneration. <A 
later clause in the Bill was designed to enable the Govern- 
ment grant to be withheld from those local authorities 
who did not fairly remunerate the midwives.

The Position of the Metropolitan Boroughs 

The case of London presented a special problem. Par- 
ticularly in view of the fact that voluntary hospitals 
providing extern service worked in three or four different 
boroughs, it was deemed essential to secure that the 
arrangements should be entrusted to a body which could 
plan for London as a whole. As an amendment to the 
proposal that the London County Council should be the 
local supervising authority, it was submitted that the 
Council should not employ midwives in any metropolitan 
borough unless it could satisfy the Minister that it was 
impracticable to make efficient arrangements for the pro- 


vision of midwives by the borough council, either 
directly or through arrangements with a_ voluntary 


organization. In reply, it was pointed out that although 
the majority of metropolitan boroughs were in favour 
of the powers being vested in them, there were some 
who agreed that they should be given to the London 
County Council ; that the proposed arrangements would 
be extremely difficult to put into operation ; and that, 
so far as the case of those metropolitan boroughs who 
employed midwives was concerned, the local supervising 


authority could make arrangements with the borough 
councils, who, if not satisfied, could appeal to the 


Minister. 

The remaining clauses of the Bill were subjected only 
to drafting amendments except Clause 6, which aims at 
prohibiting unqualified persons acting as maternity nurses 
for gain. In the original clause the exemption from the 
prohibition applied only to those women certified under 
the principal Act or to those registered under the Nurses 
Registration Act. An amendment in the interests of 
those with lengthy experience as maternity nurses but 
not registered under the 1919 Act was lost. A further 
amendment was carried which limited the exemption to 
those nurses appearing on the general part of the Nursing 
Register. 

The second deals with the case of a midwife 
who has given notice of intention to practise in the area 
of more than one authority. A modification was agreed 
upon by which a midwife practising in the area of more 
than one authority could surrender her certificate to one 
local authority, which would pay her compensation, the 
other authoritics making proportionate contributions 
according to the amount of work which the midwife had 
done in the respective areas.

SOME NEW INTRODUCTIONS 


At Oxford the Exhibition of surgical instruments and 
appliances, drugs, foods, and other articles of interest to 
members of the medical profession, not forgetting books, 
will be more than usually an integral part of the Annual 
Meeting. This is due to its central location, in the Morris 
Garages, St. Aldate’s (opposite Christ Church, and only 
a few paces from the Town Hall), and also to the arrange- 
ment whereby the registration and ticket counter for the 
reception of members is placed in the centre of the web. 

The Exhibition is a really valuable feature of the 
Annual Meeting. It furnishes an opportunity of seeing 
the actual materials and contrivances which are talked 
about in the Scientific Sections. It brings into one show 
window the products of nearly four-score firms, many of 
them with laboratories and workshops constantly engaged 
in serving the profession. An account of the Exhibition 
more than a fortnight before it is on view—it opens on 
Monday afternoon, July 20th, and remains open for 
of the following four days—must needs be 
but some of the exhibits can be indicated.

Extracts and Dressings 


Some of the things of principal interest in such an 
exhibition are quite slight, almost of the nature of 
gadgets. Immediately on the left of the entrance is the 
stand of Evans Sons Lescher and Webb, which will, as 
usual, be interesting for its display of new results of work 
in the biological laboratory. These will include neo- 
hepatex, a liver extract suitable for intramuscular or 
intravenous injection, and of such an order of potency 
that the adequate dosage is much smaller in volume than 
the clinically equivalent quantity of the older prepara- 


tions. Another product named heprona embodies the 
properties ot hepatex liver extract, iron, glycerophosphates, 
and vitamins B,, B,, and C in one tonic. Magnesium 
trisilicate, of which much has been heard lately, will 
also be on view at this stand. The visitor will find a 


useful little novelty at the stand of Johnson and Sons in 
the shape of holders for castic points. The actual point 
(to the British Pharmacopoeia formula and containing 
about 95 per cent. silver nitrate) is cemented into a milled 
cup, which in turn screws into a pocket holder, and with 
a clip can be carried conveniently in the waistcoat 
pocket. A new item in the elastoplast dressing series is 
being shown by T. J. Smith and Nephew, just opposite, 
in the shape of a dressing for burns consisting of a pad 
of gauze and lint medicated with picric acid on the 
elastic plaster base. 

Further along will be found Pharmaceutical Specialities 
(May and Baker) Ltd., with some new preparations, one 
of which, vinesthene (vinyl ether), an inhalation anaes- 
thetic for short operation procedures, has been separately 
mentioned in these pages. Others are stellidin, a name 
for histidine hydrochloride, for the parenteral treatment 
of gastric and duodenal ulcer ; and trilene, or stabilized 
ethylene trichloride, for the cleansing of wounds. 

Before turning the corner it is hoped that the visitor 
will glance at the stand of the National Ophthalmic 
Treatment Board (National Eye Service), which will in- 
dicate the growing scale of its operations, and that of 
the Medical Insurance Agency. The Crookes Laboratories 
are Showing one of their oldest collosols in a new form 
namely, collosol manganese capsules. Their exhibits are 
also to include a standardized natural liver oil for admin 
istering vitamins D and A, a wheat-germ oil, and a new 
antispasmodic ester known as estoform. Recent improve 
ments in sources of ultra-violet radiation, in the shape

logical instruments shown by Rayner will merit attention 
These include the Cogan light sense test, twin trans. 
illuminators and a trial frame, both bearing the name 
of Tudor Thomas, and the Norman colour perception 
lantern. The London Hospital Ligature Department js 
showing two new models of eyeless needles. A small 
curved ophthalmic eyeless needle is made available als 
for fine plastic surgery and cleft palate. All the curved 
eyeless round-bodied intestinal needles have been altered 
to admit of a flattened area in the needle so as tp 
facilitate secure clamping in the needle-holder, 

A book display of more than usual interest may be 
expected from the Oxford University Press. Among the 
newer volumes to be shown are Cade’s Early Diagnosis of 
Malignant Disease, the fourth edition of Henderson ani 
Gillespie’s Texlbook of Psychiatry, Rolleston’s Endocrine 
Organs, and KRyle’s Natural History of Disease. Opposite 
this will be noted the stand of the Holborn Surgical 
Instrument Company, in which a considerable portion of 
space is devoted to equipment for a modern fracture 
clinic. It will include Bohler’s apparatus for the treat: 
ment of fractures, also an electro-surgical motor for insert- 
ing Kirschner wires and for bone surgery in general. The

In the next corridor will be found a newcomer to 
the Exhibition, the firm of Eli Lilly and Co. Ltd, 
whose pharmaceutical and biological products have 4 
deserved reputation in America. To select only one of 
two of those to be shown, there is amytal, a rapidly 
acting hypnotic for which it is claimed that satisfactory 
results are forthcoming without establishing tolerance of 
requiring increased dosage ; an anti-pneumococcic serum ; 
and thevetin, a cardiac glucoside for intravenous Use, 
offered for digitalis-fast or digitalis-intolerant cases. This 
preparation was the subject of a notice in these columns 
on April 18th last (p. 798). 

Near by will be a firm of very old exhibitors in C. J: 
Hewlett and Son, Ltd., with histidine mono-hydrochlorid, 
acetylcholine, thiosinamine ethyl iodide, and other pre 
parations, one of which, named “‘ hewsol,"’ a germicide 
with a pine odour and high bactericidal power, 1s said 
to kill haemolvtic streptococci more readily than pure 
carbolic acid.

(1 in 100). This has been introduced for use by deep oral 
jnhalation in the symptomatic treatment of asthma. 
Another preparation is named gonoderm, a bouillon 
filtrate of the gonococcus containing the soluble specific 
onococcus toxin, and offered for intradermal injection in 
the treatment of all types of gonococcal infections. Among 
other products shown for the first time will be an im- 
roved standardized oil solution of the hormone secreted 
by the corpus luteum, under the trade name of improved 
lipo-lutin; also a synthetic arsenic compound (maph- 
arside) for intravenous use in the treatment of syphilis. 
On the other side of the registration counter British 
Drug Houses Ltd. will be showing some comparatively 
new introductions, among them anahaemin, a liver 
preparation ; mandelix, which was the subject of a notice 
in the British Medical Journal as recently as June 6th 
(p. 1162) ; tannaflavine jelly in collapsible metal tubes for 
the first-aid treatment of burns; and a haemostatic solu- 
tion prepared from the muscle tissue of birds and stan- 
dardized to contain 1,000 units of thrombin per cubic 
centimetre. 

Oxygen Therapy 


On the next stand will be found the equipment of the 
Oxygen Tent Rental Service. The “‘ oxygenaire,’’ as it is 
called, is a unit which can be immediately available and 
stored in a very small space. The oxygen is fed from a 
tank resting on the chassis and regulated by a gauge 
which indicates a flow of from 1/2 to 15 litres per 
minute. The ait-conditioning system works on the con- 
vection principle. Near by will be the stand of Medico- 
Biological Laboratories, Ltd., which is specializing in an 
outfit of all-metal surgery furniture. 

A model of their portable electrocardiograph embodying 
recent modifications in design is to be shown by the 
Cambridge Instrument Company. The technique of 
working this instrument has been simplified by the intro- 
duction of a skin current eliminator and static protector, 
enabling almost the whole operation to be carried out on 
one switch. A new continuous paper camera is to be 
exhibited for taking long records. Returning along the 
next corridor the stand of Surgical Equipment Ltd. will 
be noticed. It is showing a three-ring svringe covering a 
variety of uses for ordinary and special injections. 


New Drug Preparations 


Bayer Products Ltd. make a special feature of the new 
drug prontosil, the use of which in puerperal infections 
was recently reported on by the Therapeutic Trials Com- 
mittee of the Medical Research Council and was the 
subject of an annotation in the British Medical Journal of 
June 13th (p. 1216). It is an azo-compound containing 
sulphonamide, and is introduced for its protective action 
against streptococci, Two new preparations which bear 
the trade names of neoket and ammoket are to be shown 
by Boots Pure Drug Company. The first, already noticed 
inthe Journal of April 18th last (p. 798), consists of gran- 
ules containing mandelic acid and sodium acid phosphate 
for the treatment of urinary infections, while the second 
ls an elixir in which the unpleasant taste of ammonium 
mandelate is covered by suitable flavouring agents.
